WASHINGTON —The Reagan 
administration appears ready to 
commit itself in its next budget to a 
major new goal in space: devdop- 
ing an otiritmg station that -would 
be manned by a fun-time crew. - 
Although President Ronald Rea- 
gan has not yet made a final deci- 
sion on the space station, a key 
administration' crfTicaal'said be ex- 
pected it to be care of the few new 
inituliyes in the 1 budget for tire 
1985 fireaJ year. • 

The ofiidal said the amount of 
money actuaUy ctanmitled would, 
be relatively modest, perhaps SI 00 
millimi. to $200 ntiman far ad-' 
vanced planning and studies. 

But the initial funifing might well 
be the opening wedge ura program 
that could cost SB billion to $9 
tallion by 1991, according to esti- 


mates by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, and 
probably $20 bOlson to $30 biDion 
by the end of the century, accord- 
ing to other sources. 

In another budget matter, De- 
fense Secretary Caspar W. Wein- 
berger was reported Tuesday to 
have substantially cut back his re- 
quest for an. increase in military 
{pending next year, but not by as 
much as some officials wanted. 

“He's coming down, but he isn't 
there yet,” a white House official 
said, adding that Mr. Weinberger's 
Initial request for S321.4 billion 
would be rejected by Congress if 
Mr. Reagan approved it 

Another official said Mr. Wein- 
berger would seek a figure closer to 
5300 billion. This would amount to 
an increase of nearly 20 percent 
over the current year's spending 
authority of $258 billion. 


Mr. Reagan met with Mr. Wein- 
berger and top budget and White 
House officials Tuesday to discuss 
military spending, but officials said 
no final figures were agreed upon. 

Concerning the space station, a 
major question is how it might 
mesh with the president's call for a 
costly new defease against ballistic 
missiles. This might involve placing 
lasers or other weapons on plat- 
forms in space. 

Some experts say there may be 
some overlap between the two pro- 
grams and that both will be com- 
peting for scarce federal funds. 
Others say that a manned station 
will be needed to maintain and test 
any space-based weapons. 

Other officials are discussing 
even more dramatic space goals. 

Dr. Geoige A. Keyword] 2d, the 
president's science adviser, has 
publicly challenged the space agen- 


cy to think beyond the space sta- 
tion to the kind of “revolutionary 
new ventures" such a station might 
facilitate, including perhaps a 
manned base on the moon or even 
manned exploration of Mars. 

Such a lunar base would presum- 
ably be used initially for scientific 
research and eventually to mine 
materials for further activities in 
space. A number of studies have 
estimated that it would be far 
cheaper to boost such materials 
and structures into space from the 
surface of the moon, with its lesser 
gravity, than from the surface of 
the EarLb. 

However, a program to put a 
base on the moon" would cost at 
least 550 billion, according to some 
informed estimates, and manned 
exploration of Mars would be even 
more costly. Thus any verbal com- 
mitment to them now’ when budget 


deficits are looming large, would be 
more rhetorical than meaningful, 
aerospace experts say. 

The space station’ system might 
eventually serve as a transportation 
hub from which to boost payloads 
into very high orbits or tow-md the 
moon and other planets. 

But there have been questions as 
to the utility of such a venture. 
Most forseeable space missions 
could be carried out by unmanned 
satellites or by the manned space 
shuttle, and the length of time the 
shuttle can remain aloft could be 
extended from the current week to 
as many as 50 days a: a fraction of 
the cost of building a space station. 

The Space Science Board of the 
National Academy of Sciences re- 
ported in September that it saw “no 
scientific need for this space station 
during the next 20 years " but that it 
might prove useful thereafter.

BEIRUT — The U.S. battleship 
New Jersey opened fire Wednesday 
with its lt£-mch guns, the largest of 
any naval vessel afloat, against 
anti-aircraft positions in the Syri- 
an-occupied mountains southeast 
of Beirut. 

The New Jersey, which was last 
used in action off Vietnam in 1968. 
was joined in the second consecu- 
tive day of offshore shelling by two 
smaller ships. About 70 projectiles 
were sent into the hills to silence 
Syrian firing at U.S. reconnais- 
sance flights over the area. 

Officials at the U.S. Embassy 
here and the spokesman for the 
1. 800-member Marine Corps con- 
tingent to the multinational peace- 
keeping force confirmed that the 
New Jersey had been put inti ac- 
tion for the first time since arriving 
off Lebanon in September. 

Major Dennis K. Brooks, the 
marine spokesman, said the naval 
bombardment was ordered “in de- 
fense of tactical reconnaissance 
missions.'' 

U.S. officials did not specify the 
targets but said the naval firing was 
in response to anti-aircraft fire di- 
rected at U.S. reconnaissance 
flights earlier in the day. 

(The Syrian Defense Ministry 
confirmed that its batteries fired at 
U.S. planes because of what it de- 
scribed as “a new premeditated ag- 
gression against our forces in Leba- 
non,'' The Associated Press 
reported from Damascus. 

[“Immediately after. American 
warships stationed west of the Bei- 
rut coasL opened fire against some 
of our positions in Lebanon for 15 
minutes, which caused one of our 
soldiers to be wounded,” the Syrian 
Statement said.)

LONDON — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher won a. m^or 
victory Wednesday' whetf the 
Trades Oaron Congress, thepower- 
fnl central- body pf r British labor, 
withdrew support for a proposed 
24-hour strikehy a printers’ union 
against all the hanonid newspapers. 

The strike had been scheduled 
foe Tuesday night as part of the 
National Graphical Association’s 
-struggle to impose a dosed shop on 
a chain of weekly giveaway news- 
papers published in the Manches- 
ter area by Sefim Shah. 

It was postponed Tuesday morn- 
mg after the enmfoymroi cornrmt- 
teeofthe union federation voted by 
only 977 to support the stoppage 
and Leo Murray, rite organization’s 
general-secretary, took the unusual 
step .of publicly repudiating the 
cormniuee's position \because the 
proposed strike had.beea nded Ille- 
gal by the courts. 

Mr. Murray has been working 


quietly since the general election 
this summer to reestablish a dia- 
logue between the government and 
the union movement No such dia- 
logue had taken place during Mis. 
Thatched sfiist term, and Mr. Mur- 
ray considered it. folly to persist in 
that attitude for five mote years. 

As part of his effort, he has been 
trying to steer his organization 
away from a policy of confronta- 
tion with Mis. Thatcher over the 
restrictive. 1980 and 1982 labor 
laws and toward a policy of grudg- 
ing acceptance of court decisions 
delivered under the laws. 

The Shah case, which began onn 
small scale far .from. London’s na- 
tional press, has become the key 
test of the new laws and of tire 
response to them by union mili- 
tants. 

After his defeat in the employ- 
ment committee, Mr. Murray 
launched an effort to persuade his 
organization’s General Council to 
reverse the committee's d e cisi o n.

Reagan Says U.S . 
Doesn't Want War

WASHINGTON — Pres idem 
Ronald Reagan said Wednesday 
ihai the United Suuca had no imer- 
esi in going to war against Syria, 
and he suggested that U.S. forces in 
Lebanon would be withdrawn if all 
hope of achieving the American 
goal — a stable Lebanon free of 
foreign forces — vanished. 

Mr. Reagan said of his decision 
10 strike back against Syrian guns 
that fired on U.S. warplanes: “I’m 
never going to send our men any 
place where they aren't allowed to 
defend themselves." But he added. 
“We're not there 10 shoot first." 

He also said he believed that the 
Soviet Union would resume the 
arms talks that it called off follow- 
ing the deployment of U.S. missiles 
in Western Europe. 

the targets were near the towns of 
Tarshish and Jouarel Haous. about 
1 5 miles 1 24 kilometers > east of Bei- 
rut. and in the Dahr al-Baidar area 
east of the town of Sofar. 

The targets are in the vicinity of 
2 Syrian air defense line near the 
Beirut -Damascus highway from 
where U.S. reconnaissance flights 
w«e attacked Tuesday, drawing 
fire from the five-inch guns of the 
destroyer Tattnall and the guided 
missile cruiser Ticonderoga. 

In a U.S. statement Tuesday, the 
Syrians were warned that the New 
Jersey had been prepared 10 use its 
16-inch guns after the ami-aircraft 
fire then. It did not do so because it 
was not opposite that sector of the 
Lebanese coast. 

The 45,000-ton New Jersey, the 
world's only operational battle- 
ship. has three batteries of three 16- 
inch guns, each capable of firing a 
2,700-pound t IJ126-kilogram) pro- 
jectile nearly 20 miles. 

The Iowa class battleship was 
teiili in 1941 uid. uf;«r being moth- 
balled. was lecommissioned at the 
beginning of President Ronald 
Reagan's administration. To many 
Lebanese, it has become a symbol 
of U.S. military strength in support 
of President Amin Giemayei. 

Militiamen of the various reli- 
gious and political factions fighting 
for areas of control in Lebanon 
have developed a begrudging re- 
spect for the huge ship as it cruised 
up and down the Mediterranean 
coast. 

Many militia leaders note that, 
in Arab tradition, it is an honor 
when a party to a conflict imro- 
duceshis most powerful w-eapon. 

Achs Agencres reported the fol- 
lowing developments Wednesday on 
the Lebanese crisis: 

• Israeli gunboats fought a 
three-sided artillery duet with Pal- 
estinian rebels and loyalists around 
the northern Lebanese port of 
Tripoli for 45 minutes. Reuters re- 
ported from Tripoli The gunboats 
bombarded loyalist forces on the 
seafront and opened up on rebel 
guerrillas around Mount TurboL

MUNICH — With some crept- 
elation, Stefan Svirdlev, a former 
colonel in the Bulgarian secret 
service, saw his wife and 13-year- 
old son depart from the railroad 
station here on a chilly Saturday

They were supposed to be on 
their way to Vienna for a meeting 
‘with Mrs. Svirdlev’s 80-year-oJd 
mother, who was said to have 
been given special permission to 
go to the Austrian capital from 
Bulgaria. . 


“1 was quite emotional," said 
Mr. Svirdlev, 52. “I had warned 
ber against being abducted, so 
that this would not be the last 
time we said goodbye." 

Mr. Svirdlev’s son, Sergei, told 
him “not to worry, that he would 
lake care of his mother and raise 
bell if anything happened," the 
former colonel recalled. But that 
Saturday evening, the boy and his 
mother were not in Vienna. They 
were in Czechoslovakia, on then- 
way back to Bulgaria, where the 
boy had spent only the first five 
months or his life. 


Last week, Mr. Svirdlevs wife, 
Pavlina, said on Bulgarian televi- 
sion that she "had returned to 
Bulgaria on my own will — my 
own and that of my son." 

For almost 13 years, she said, 
her husband had forced her to 
live in Greece and West Germa- 
ny, but the hardships of a Bulgar- 
ian emigrant's life and, as the 
Bulgarian news agency put iu 
“above all, the wish of her son to 
live in his motherland" had 
brought them home. 

The affair stirred nervousness 
among Bulgarian exiles scattered 






across Western Europe, not least 
because it seemed to mark a re- 
turn to the strong-arm tactics of 
Bulgarian agents who are be- 
lieved 10 have used a poison- 
tipped umbreUa to kill Georgi 
Markov, a dissident exile broad- 
caster, in London iu 1978. 

Two weeks before Mrs. Svird- 
lev and her son vanished, Bulgari- 
an exiles in Munich received an 
anonymous letter from -intellec- 
tuals in exile” listing dissident 
Bulgarians who had besmirched 
the name of the “Bulgarian na- 
tion" by implicating Bulgarian 
intelligence in Lhe shooting of 
Pope John Paul II on May 13, 
1981. 

Mr. Svirdlev’s name headed 
the list- He said he had no doubt 
that the letter was the work of his 
former colleagues in the Daz- 
javna Sigurnosi. the Bulgarian se- 
curity apparatus. 

The letter appeared to be pan 
of a campaign to intimidate and 
silence prominent Bulgarian ex- 
iles such as Mr. Svirdlev, who had 
speculated aloud to Western jour- 
nalists about the “Bulgarian con- 
nection" in the attempt on the 
Pope's life in Sl Peter’s Square in 
Rome. 

Mr. Svirdlev said he believes 
that ihe subservience of the Bul- 


garian intelligence agency to the 
K.GB. the Soviet secret police and 
intelligence agency, makes it pos- 


sible that Bulgarian agents could 
have been involved in a plot with- 
out the knowledge of ^ Todor Zhiv- 
kov, the Bulgarian Communist 
Party chief.

Safeguards in Kuwait

KUWAIT — U.S. diplomats 
here say that threats received dur- 
ing the last few months had 
prompted Lhe embassy to take "as 
many precautions as possible," bat 
that some measures could not be 
carried out because of budget limi- 
tations and other constraints. 

In Monday's bomb aitackon the 
embassy, a truck crashed through 
the sheet-metal gates of the com- 
pound and exploded. It was one of 
six attacks on Monday. Car bombs 
were also detonated at the French 
Embassy, ihe airport, a residential 
area and an industrial complex. 

The Kuwait press agency said 
Tuesday that six people had been 
killed and 63 injured. 

A group called the Islamic Jihad, 
which was believed to be backed by- 
Iran, took responsibility for the 
bombings. But Kuwaiti officials 
were privately blaming Iran and 
“extremisl Shiite Moslems with lo- 
cal support." 

Kuwaiti authorities said the sec- 
ond of two men in the explosive- 
laden truck had also been oiled in 
the blast. He had previously been 
reported in custody. 

Philip J. Griffin, Lhe U.S. charge 
d'affaires, told of the unspecified 
threats that had prompted the em- 
bassy to take safety measures. 

“We had undertaken some of 
them,*’ he said. “All of them had 
not been completed. We had to 
work with the local government, 
within budgetary and logistical 
constraints." 

David p. Good, the public affairs 
officer, said the embassy bad 
planned to move its gate to the 


back of the compound, where it 
would have bordered on an open 
field, away from a public road. 

“But first we had to have the 
plans and a larger budget approval 
in Washington." he said. Approval 
came through recently but. he add- 
ed, “in the best of circumstances all 
of this would have taken time." 

Mr. Griffin said external security 
was the responsibility of the Ku- 
waiti government. The embassy is 
usually guarded by Kuwaiti Na- 
tional Guardsmen, be said.

ball was stunned. 

"There's nothing more pre- 
cious to a man than his character 
and reputation." he said- “And 
what tne United States govern- 
ment did is lake that away from 
me.” 

Penn KimbalL former Eagle 
Scout, former Rhodes Scholar, 
former New York Times and 
Time magazine reporter, former 
assistant to two Democratic gov- 
ernors and now a professor at the 
Columbia Graduate School of 
Journalism, was classified in 1946 
as a “dangerous national security 
risk” of questionable loyalty to 
his government and country. 

And as far as the government is 
concerned, be still is. 

Now he’s written a book, “The 
File," about his attempts to un- 
ravel 30 years of a life on paper 
that doesn't match the one he has 
lived. Even now. he's trying to get 
the government to say he’s not a 
security risk. He's writing letters. 
He's outraged. And he’s saying 
that there may be "millions" of 
cases like his own. “The thing 
becomes an obsession, driving 
other interests out of the mind." 

He talked about his book over 
lunch in Washington. In the fall 
of 1945. Kimball passed the For-

Then in 1977. spurred by the 
freedom of information and pri- 
vacy acts, Kimball wrote the 
State Department for what he 
thought might be a routine file. It 
arrived eight months later, and 
his odyssey began. 

“I'm now in the seventh year of 
writing letters to the United 
States government," he said, with 
a mixture of sadness and pride. 
“I'm not going to rest until I get 
the government to say they vio- 
lated my rights by declaring me a 
national security risk without giv- 


ing me the chance to defend my- 
self." 

Penn Kimball is a liberal Dem- 
ocrat. He has held local office in 
Westport. Connecticut He says 
he has never thought of joining 
the Communist Party. The gov- 
ernment's case against him stems 
from allegations of Republican 
neighbors that be was not suffi- 
dently ami -Communist in the 
'40s, and later, that he defended a 
California labor strike while he 
was a young reporter in the 
American Newspaper Guild. 
That, says KimbalL is the only 
fact in a file Tull of information 
from anonymous sources ques- 
tioning his loyalty. 

A Slate Department spokes- 
man said the department had no 
comment on the book and the 
Kimball case. 

Kimball is a cantankerous, 
obstinate old Yankee with a face, 
as one of bis colleagues says, like 
a clenched fist. He wears bow ties 
and has a crooked nose from his 
football days at Princeton. But he 
was regarded by many students 
as one of the best teachers at 
Columbia. This year, he was not 
afraid to say that the journalism 
school had no leadership, a com- 
ment that appeared in The New 
York Tunes and which caused the 
dean, Osborn Elliott, to respond 
that Kimball was “one of two or 
three sour apples" he had to en- 
dure because they had tenure. 

It was a different Penn Kim- 
ball who spoke about the book 
and about his wife, Janet, who 
died before it was finished. She, 
too, was included in the CIA files, 
a fact he discovered in the sum- 
mer of 1981 He had just come 
home that morning from the hos- 
pital on the day she died, and 
there in the mail was a packet 
from the CIA saying that she, too. 
was a national security risk. 

“That’s absolutely unconscio- 
nable," he said, his face redden- 
ing and his eyes full of tears. “I 
shoot off my mouth and make the 
dean mad at me. so I’m entitled to 
get a certain amount of helL But

The Justice Department hasn’t 
decided yet “Isn't it possible that 
there's information that's classi- 
fied in there?" said Richard Huff, 
co-director of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Office of Information and 
Privacy. “In that case, nobody 
can see it" 

Kimball's book took him five 
years. “I've written, rewritten and 
done all those things that I tell my 
students they ought to do," Kim- 
ball said.

ANGOLA. Louisiana — Robert 
Wayne Williams, convicted of kill- 
ing a supermarket guard during a 
robbery in 1979. was electrocuted 
Wednesday in the 10th U.5. execu- 
tion since the death penalty was 
restored seven years ago. 

Before he was put 10 death. Mr. 
Williams said he had made peace 
with the Lord, and added, “Capital 
punishment is no good and never 
was any good” 

Governor David C. Treen de- 
layed the execution for about an 
hour so the U.S. Supreme Court 
could consider a Last-minute ap- 
peal.

LOS ANGELES — A fire broke 
out in the rear of the space shuttle 
Columbia two minutes before it 
landed Dec. 8 and two explosions 
occurred shortly after the ship 
touched down, but the six astro- 
nauts aboard were never in danger, 
according to the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration. 

The accidents were not noiioed 
until Friday, a NASA spokesman 
said Tuesday. The incident 
knocked out two of the shuttle's 
three auxiliary power units, which 
drive hydraulic pumps that ran its 
flight-control surfaces, landing 
gear, nosewheel steering and 
brakes. The shuttle needs only one 
auxiliary power unit to land. 

“The landing of Columbia and 
its six-man crew was unaffected 
and the crew was in no danger." 
said Steve Nesbitt, a NASA 
spokesman in Houston. 

The fire and explosions were the 
latest in a series of problems that 
struck Columbia as it completed its 
10-day missi nn- The landing was 
delayed several hours after a nose 
thruster was fired, causing a sharp 
jolt that was followed by two com- 
puter failures and the loss of one 
inertial measurement unit, which is 
used for navigation. Extra comput- 
ers and navigation devices on 
board brought the ship home. 

NASA said that it would not fly 
the next shuttle until it understands 
the computer problem, a policy 
that presumably would also apply 
to the fire and explosions in the 
auxiliary power unit. The next 
shuttle launch, involving the Chal- 
lenger. is scheduled for Jan. 30. 

Jack Riley, another NASA 
spokesman in Houston, said he had 
“no idea what would have hap- 
pened" if the fire and explosions 
had occurred while Columbia was 
in space. He said the computer 
problems did not appear to have 
been related to the fire in the auxil- 
iary power units, which were manu- 
factured by the Sundstrand Corp. 
of Rockfont Illinois. 

A team of NASA engineers went 
to Edwards Air Force Base in Cali- 
fornia. where the shuttle landed, to 
review the available information. 
This is the first time in nine mis- 
sions that either of the shuttles has 
experienced a fire in an auxiliary 
power unit

European Parliament's budget

The committee urged a freeze on 
the 13. billion European currency 
units (51 billion) in rebates until at 
least die end of March to put pres- 
sure on member governments to 
agree to basic changes of communi- 
ty finances, which eluded them at 
last week’s summit conference in 
Athens. 

A British government spokes- 
man said the move was blatantly 
discriminatory, and British Conser- 
vative and Labor Party parliamen- 
tarians said they would try to rgect 
the whole budget if the assembly 
went ahead in blocking the rebates. 

“The committee's decision is a 
grave mistake which will cause a 
great deal of difficulty for the U.K. 
and the Parliament.”' said a British 
Conservative member. James 
Scolt-Hopkins. 

Community diplomats said 
freezing the rebates was the only 
option left to Parliament to show 
its anger at the failure of gover- 
tnents to overhaul a budget of 25 
billion European currency units for 
1984. which is already far short of 
next year's needs. 

The alternative, to reject the 
budget totally, would have deep- 
ened the community's already seri- 
ous financial crisis, most members 
believed. It could also be politically 
counterproductive ahead of June's

The truck-bombers of Kuwait, like those or 
Beirut, are suicidal fanatics, hard to block with 
normal defenses and hard to punish with con- 
ventional military power. President Reagan 
and Secretary of State Shultz are right to warn 
that they will retaliate, and also wise not to act 
on mere suspicion. Sooner or later they will 
come upon evidence showing whether" these 
terrorists are free-lance lunatics or agents of 
some country like Iran. Meanwhile, however, 
the more conventional violence in the Middle 
East still needs to be contained, and America’s 
military involvement needs to be reduced. 

Like the Balkans before World War I. the 
region is rife with incendiary parochial con- 
flicts. Consider a few possibilities: 

Although no rational calculation would ever 
lead America to intervene in the mad war 
between Inn and Iraq, that is the risk incurred 
when the marines in Beirut are exposed to 
suicide squads that may emanate from Iran. 

Although Syria's eight-year occupation of 
Lebanon was never before seen to justify an 
American military intervention, that is pre- 
cisely the risk incurred now that American 
planes are forcibly asserting the right to rccon- 
noiter Syrian emplacements and American 
ships are shelling them when they resist. 

Although no American interest can justify a 


military involvement in Lebanon’s civil war, 
that is precisely the risk of using American 
troops as the tokens of diplomatic brokerage. 

President Reagan says America's military 
forces “are back on their feet and standing 
tall." Bui not the marines in BeiruL They are 
hunkering down, worrying largely about their 
own defenses and, with every casualty they are 
forced to take, digging America in deeper. 

The hatreds of centuries in the Middle East 
are not going to be tamed by military power. 
And no US interest requires a terror-defying 
stand in Beirut- Indeed, President Reagan's 
emissaries have been beseeching America’s 
Lebanese Christian allies to concede more 
political power to Lebanese Moslems allied 
with Syria. If that kind of deal is impossible, or 
unacceptable to Syria, nothing the marines can 
do will alter the balance of forces. 

Perhaps the threat of American and Israeli 
air power can help to persuade Syria to settle 
for the Lebanese “half loaf* that Secretary 
Shultz thus holds out Such an offshore in- 
volvement is the only meaningful support the 
United States can give the diplomacy in Bei- 
rut. The sooner the marines withdraw, the 
smaller the risks of that support The smaller 
the risks, the more time it may buy.

The latest explosions in Kuwait bring home 
in a sickening way the dimensions of lhe new 
terror in the Middle East. The perpetrators are 
identified as Islamic fundamentalists with a 
connection — Iran denies it — to Ayatollah 
Khomeini. Their reach is now evident in 
peaceful places remote from war-tom Leba- 
non. The targets are civilian installations that 
represent not just foreign governments but 
also the local moderate or conservative estab- 
lishment. The aim appears to extend beyond 
changing the political order into realizing the 
religious vision that the terrorists profess. 

In a region inured to violence, what is dis- 
tinctive about the sequence Lhat began with the 
bombing of the American Embassy in Beirut 
last April is the terrorists’ readiness to die. 
There is at least a theoretical chance — or so 
most of us calculate — to stop a killer who 
wishes to survive his crime. A gains t a suicide, 
defease becomes substantially more difficult. 
The idea that a prospective martyr is stalking 
his prey is itself disorienting, giving rise to the 
notion that the conspirator is not only savage 
and unfindable but culturally unknown. 

Is it so? Certainly we of the West have come 
only slowly toward an understanding of the 
Islamic currents that first burst upon the pop- 
ular Western consciousness during the fall of 


the shah. The awesome sacrifices that Iran has 
borne in repelling Iraq's invasioa and in carry- 
ing the battle to Iraq constitute another chap- 
ter. The civil war in Lebanon has furthered our 
collective education in the demands that polit- 
ically and spiritually aggrieved peoples can 
make on the powers that be, and in the losses 
they can help visit upon the common society. 

To the Kuwait attacks the immediate re- 
sponse must be to take stock of security pre- 
cautions and to try to calm the shaken and 
shaky slates of the Gulf. After that comes the 
possibility of some son of crackdown or repri- 
sal if it can be established who did it and who 
is ready and fit to respond It is easier to 
retaliate against culprits located in Lebanon,' 
much of which is a free- fire zone, than against 
culprits in Kuwait or ban. 

There is no doubt a sense in which these 
terrorist attacks reflect not so much a failure of 
the West’s planning and intelligence as a fail- 
ure of its insight and empathy. The troubling 
question is whether corrections of Western 
insight would be matched on the Islamic ride. 
On i|je answer depends much of whether the 
explosions are passing disturbances or harbin- 
gers of a wave that will continue pounding the 
Western presence in the Middle EasL

“Are you better off now than you were four 
years ago?'' Thai was Ronald Reagan's power- 
ful question in the 1980 campaign. With the 
1984 campaign under way. the question is 


appropriate again, notably from the perspec- 
tive of the people who most need io be better 


live of ihe people who most need io be better 
off. New data, offered by ihe economists 
Frank Levy and Richard Michel of the Urban 
Institute, must trouble those who con tend that 
Mr. Reagan's policies are effective or fair. 

Conservatives note that the government’s 


f loverly and income figures can yield a mis- 
eading picture because they do not count 


leading picture because they do not count 
noncash income such as food stamps. The 
poor, they say. are better off than the Figures 
indicate. But Mr. Levy and Mr. Michel would 
say that many poor people are much worse off. 

They base their work on average disposable 
family income. In 1 984, they estimate, the level 
of this income will be approximately 3.5 per- 
cent more than in 1 980, but 2 percent less than 
the previous peak in 1979. By Mr. Reagan’s 
own rhetorical test, his administration thus 
might rate a C-minus. All it has managed to do 
is to get most .Americans back in the vicinity or 
the starting gate — on the average. 

Mr. Levy and Mr. Michel argue that when it 
comes to the size of the nation's whole eco- 
nomic pie. President Reagan has been largely a 
prisoner of economic forces beyond his con- 
trol. Where the administration has had some 
influence, though, is in how the pie was sliced 


For the wealthiest 20 percent of families, tax 
cuts offset higher payroll and slate and local 
taxes. This affluent one- fifth has just abouL 
held its own compared with 1979. Bul the 
people in the poorest fifth of the population, 
meanwhile, have been hit by a triple whammy: 

• Higher federal payroll taxes and state 
taxes, plus “bracket creep," have raised their 
average tax burden by 23 percent. 

• Slate governments, pressed by recession 
and federal aid cuts, have lowered average 
cash welfare benefits by 17 percent. 

• Average food stamp benefits have been 
diminished by 14 percent. 

All told, the disposable income of the poor- 
est fifth of the American population has 
dropped almost 10 percent io four years. 

“I think some people are going to soup 
kitchens voluntarily ... I think we have a 
system in this country that virtually everyone 
is taken care of.” That statement about hunger 
in America, by Edwin Meese. the presidential 
counselor, may or may not have been misinter- 
preted. What the new data on disposable 
income make clear, however, is lhat Reagan- 
omics has hurt many poor people, and badly. 
The very poorest Americans are still taken care 
of. but the working poor, the people near the 
poverty line who have been denied federal aid 
and taxed more heavily, have been devastated 
by the administration's policies.

Congress has approved keeping the marines in 
Lebanon for only 18 months, and wishes it 
badn’L There is mounting congressional and 
public opinion to get them out long before that 
On the same day that Mr. Reagan made his 
broadcast former President Gerald Ford said in 
an interview lhat the marina should be brought 
home unless the divided Lebanese factions, 
meeting in Geneva, agreed to establish a viable 
government within a “reasonable time." 

Bui of course it is easier to bean ex-president 
than a president Mr. Reagan cannot just tell the 
warring Lebanese factions to get together, and 
the Syrians and the Israelis to get out or be will 
get ouL For he is in a jam, and that would be an 
invitation to Syria to remain. And if Syria re- 
mains. so will the Israelis, which would be a 
formula for the partition of Lebanon. 

There have to be other options besides run- 
ning or staying indefinitely. If President Reagan 
asks Congress to help him save face at the 
expense of more marine lives, he is likely to lose 
face, and a lot of votes in the 1984 election. 

The puzzle is how President Reagan gets him- 
self into such a pickle.

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Was Major Galileo 'Discovery’ Stolen?

N EW YORK — Long-simmer- 
ing criticism of Galileo as a 
scientist has begun to roil with alle- 
gations that he pirated one of his 
major discoveries. The new charges 
of Galileo's sins against science 
come at a time when the Roman 
Catholic Church appears on the 
verge of posthumous reconciliation 
with him for alleged sins ag ainst 
the church. 

Galileo's crowning glory, as set 
forth in traditional histories, was 
that he was the first person to turn 
the newly invented telescope on the 
heavens to prove that the planets 
revolve around the sun. That proof 
so challenged conventional wis- 
dom that when Galileo was an old 
man the church forced him to re- 
cant under threat of torture. 

But now, while a papal commit- 
tee is considering clearing Galileo's 
name, he has been charged by 
Richard S. West rail, a historian of 
science, of stealing this sensational 
proof from a student and using it 
without acknowledgment to seek 
favor with the grand duke of Tus- 
cany. 

Dr. Westfall joins other scholars 
who believe the image of Galileo as 
the father of experimental science 
should be tempered A true portrait 
of his genius, they believe, should 
include attributes of an opportun- 
ist who used rhetoric and propa- 
ganda to woo friends, rebut rivals 
and win adherents. 

Taking offense at this vein of 
scholarly muckraking, however, are 
historians who say a giant has been 
defamed and that the real villains 
are the faultfinders. 

“Galileo is a rich historical figure 
who can be used to try to buttress a 
variety or views." said Thomas B. 
Settle, a historian at the Polytech- 
nic Institute of New York who, 
along with several colleagues, has 
painstakingly repeated Galilean 
experiments to prove they were the 
result of work rather than idle 
boast. 

The tug of war over Galileo may 
ultimately tell more about the pro- 
cess of scholarship than about the 
man, according to one observer. 
“Everything Galileo ever did has 
been 'challenged," said S tillman 
Drake, a University of Toronto his- 
torian and a biographer of Galileo. 
"But ultimately it stands up." 

Dr. Westfall, a member of the 
Indiana University faculty, 
charged at a recent meeting of the 
History of Science Society that Ga- 
lileo used the telescope not to settle 
Lhe riddle of planetary motions but 
to make astronomical observations 
that would please fee Medici fam- 


ily. who ruled his native Tuscany. 
Born in 1564. Galileo by the turn of 
the cen tury was a poor professor at 
the University of Padua who need- 
ed money to pay off his dead fa- 
ther's debts and to pursue his ex- 
periments. To supplement his 
meager salary, he rented rooms to 
students and sold scientific instru- 
ments. 

But Galileo soon found a way to 
woo patrons, according to Dr. 
WestfalL In the summer of 1609, he 
started to search the sky with a 30- 
power telescope be had built, the 
best anyone in the world had been 
able to make. His chief discovery 
was of the four moons around Jupi- 
ter, which he named after four Me- 
dici brothers. He dedicated his 
March 1610 book announcing the 
discovery to Cosimo de’ Medici, 
who had become the grand duke. 
Galileo also gave Cosimo the tele- 
scope and instructed him in its use. 

The payoff, according to Dr. 
Westfall came in September 1610. 
when Galileo was taken into the 
state's service as court philosopher 
and mathematician. 

In December 1610, Benedetto 
Castelli. a former student, wrote 
Galileo to suggest that observa- 
tions of the planet Venus might 
settle a long-running controversy 
about the structure of the universe 

The conventional wisdom of Ga- 
lileo's day was derived from Ptole- 
my, an astronomer of the second 
century, whose celestial system pat 
the Earth at the center of heavenly 
motions. The Catholic church also 
adopted this geocentric system. 
The revolutionary notion that the 
sun might instead be at the center 
had been proposed in 1543 by Ni- 
colaus Copernicus. 

Castelli’ s letter suggested a test 1 . 
If Venus really revolved around the 
sun, it would go through phases 
like those of the moon, turning 
gradually from a slim crescent to a 
fully Dhuninared sphere. Sl\ days 
after Castelli wrote the letter, Gali- 
leo dashed off secret ciphers, in- 
cluding one to the Medicis, assert- 
ing that he had discovered that 
Venus had phases, "which involves 
the outcome of the most important 
issue in astronomy." In subsequent 
letters, be said he had made the 
detailed observations of Venus 
over the course of three months, 
proving the Cope mi can view of the 
universe. 

Aside from Galileo's assertions, 
according to Dr. Westfall, there Is 
not a shred of evidence of such 
observations, and, he contends, 
there are good reasons to doubt 
them. “Before the arrival of Castel- 
ti’s letter." he said. "Galileo does 
not appear to have thought out a 


serious program -of observation 
with his -new instrument w settle 
the Copernican question. -Quite the - 
contrary, his attention appears tb 
have focused almost exclusively on 
the telescope's capacity to insure 
his own future." 

Such accusations began in ear- 
nest in' 1953 when Alexandre 
Koyrfc, a historian at the Sorbonne 
in Paris, suggested that Galileo 
could hot have obtained the results 
be claimed in his pivotal work, 
“Two New Sciences,* published in 
1631 The equipment Galileo de- 
scribed. said Dr. Kqyre, would not 
yield the observations he said .he 
had made. 

The debunking was continued by 
Paul Feyerabenfe a philosopher of 
science at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley. In his 1975 book 
“Against Method,” Dr. Feyer- 
abend argued, using Galileo's 
grand eloquence and reputed cor- 
ner-cutting as key examples, that 
all progress in science depended 
not only on rational argument, but 
on a mixture of subterfuge, rhetoric 
and propa ganda 

Defenders of Galileo produced 
their own studies aimed at putting 
tiie scientist back into history's 
good graces. 

Starting in 1961, Dr. Settle, then 
a graduate student at Cornell Uni- 
versity, duplicated experiments 


that scholars such as Dr. Koyre had 
said Galileo never performed. In 
one experiment with a baB rolling 
down an inclined plane. Dr. Satie 
tried to reproduce -the experiment 
essentially as Galileo desmbed it, 
found it easy to do and concluded 
that it was dearly feasible for Gali- 
leo to have performed it as de- 
scribed. 

In a 1973 article, Dr. Drake! the 
Toronto historian, summarized 
some of those, triumphs but com- 
plained that there was still a gener- 
al trend among historians “to bdit- 
tie the role of experiment in 
Galileo’s physics." He 
lamented that M it has become un- 
fashionable to support the view of 
the earliest historians of science 
that Galileo was the father of ex- 
perimental science/ 1 

Galileo’s defenders now charge 
that the recent round of criticism 
leveled by Dr. Westfall is circum- 
stantial to the point of the ridicu- 
lous. 

“What constitutes a discovery in 
astronomy is a set of observations,” 
said Dr. Drake. “What Castelli 
wrote was known to any astrono- 
mer at the time, but whboih a tele- 
scope he couldn't make the obser- 
vations. The discovery is Galileo's. . 
I have very good reason to believe 
Galileo had been on to it for three 
months."

Study Finds Mass Extinctions at Regular Intervals

N EW YORK — A new analysis of fossils 
has revealed a curious pattern to the mass 
extinctions of life on Earth that scientists can 
neither explain nor ignore. Over the last 250 
million years, it now appears, life forms have 
vanished in staggering numbers at regular inter- 
vals of roughly every 26 million years. 

The analysis, based on a. six-year review of 
global extinctions of marine organisms, was 
made by J. John Sepkoslri Jr. and David M. 
Raup of the University of Chicago. A formal 
report is to be published soon in The Proceed- 
ings of the National Academy of Sciences, bui 
the preliminary results were presented at a sci- 
entific meeting in August and are being widely 
discussed by scientists. 

But if the 26-rafllion-year pattern should be 
corroborated by further research, it would be no 
cause for immediate alarm. The most recent 
widespread extinctions occurred 11 million 
years ago. 

More immediate is the impact of the unex- 
pected discovery on the thinking of those scien- 
tists who ponder the history of life, including 
paleontologists, geologists and evolutionary bi- 
ologists. The idea of a cyclical pattern to mass 
extinctions calls into question some assump- 
tions about the slow, steady workings of nature 


and elevates the importance of rare, catastroph- 
ic events in setting the course of life. 

It could mean, if the analysis proves correct, 
that mass extinctions are not necessarily ran- 
dom occurrences brought about by a combina : . 
don of environmental .stresses peculiar to each 
wave of dying, as has been thought. 

This could mean, then, that all the events 
were either set off or greatly influenced by a 
common, - relatively short-lived phenomenon. 
And since no natural earthly process is known 
to occur in a cycle of such length, puzzled 
scientists suspect that the decisive factor must 
be some force external to the Earth. 

The implications are potentially revolution- 
ary to geology and paleontology. For a century 
and a naif, the ruling orthodoxy held that -the 
-history of the planet could be explained by 
events' occurring gradually over immense peri- 
ods of time: the principle of uniformity, or 
uniformitarianism. This was the geologic under- 
pinning for Darwin's theory of evolution. 

Such gradualism, in which the processes of 
the present were considered the key to the past, 
was advanced in 1830 by Charles LyeH. a British 
geologist, to supplant ihe then-reigning ortho- 
doxy of catastrophism. This was introduced at 
the beginning of the century by Georges Cuvier, 
a French paleontologist who established the fact 
of widespread species extinctions in the past 
His theory of. repeated devastations by global 


flooding was embraced because it seemed to 
confirm the; reality of the biblical flood. 

In receqt years, however, many scientists have 
tended to jadopta hybrid of gradualism mixed 
with an e jement of caiastrophisni freed of its 
supernatural associations. Their shift in think- 
ing was re-enforced by the discovery, reported 
in 1980, that a massive asteroid apparently 
struck the earth 65 milli on years ago and may 
have contributed to one of the most devastating 
periods of extinction, when dinosaurs perished. 

According tb scientists interviewed recently, 
the Sepkoslri- Raup findings are pushing science 
further toward accepting catastrophe as a “nor- 
mal" part of the Earth’s history. 

Three major extinctions were already known 
to have occurred in the past 250 million years. 
One happened in the Permian period of geologic 
time, about 240 million to 250rmlliou years ago, 
wiping out vast numbers of plankton and shell- 
fish. The most catastrophic extinction, in the 
Triassic period 220 million to 225 million years 
ago. killed half of all the animal families. And 
then there was the event at the end of tire 
Cretaceous, 65 million years ago, when much of 
the marine life as welt as the dinosaurs and other 
reptiles vanished. 

In plotting these and other extinctions, Dr. 
Sepkoski, with the assistance of Dr. Raup, saw a 
"background" extinction rate of 180 to 300 
species every million years. Extinction is the 
ultimate fate of all species.

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan Wednesday ruled 
out any tax increase in 1984 to help 
slash the enormous federal budget 
deficits and said any contingency 
tax for later years would “only be 
considered*' if it were accompanied 
by spending redactions. 

Mr. Reagan, in a brief question- 
on d-aaswer session with reporters 
a! the White House, said be did not 

want to “minimize'* the deficits, 
now running in the S200-billion 
range. 

“Bat," he went an, “the deficit is 
a symptom of the problem, the re- 
sult of ihe problem. The problem is 
the federal government is taking 
too big a percentage from the pri- 
vate sector of the gross national 


He said if administration budget 
makers "get 10 the absolute point in 
which government cannot be any 
further reduced in size or cost, 
(and) it is still out of fane with 
revenues, you would have to snake 
an adjustment on that side," 

He insisted, “There won't be anv 
tax [increase] in \9S4T and added 
that any contingency tax in the 
future “would only be considered 
on the basis of getting the spending 
reductions that we must have." 

Earlier this week Treasury Secre- 
tary Donald T. Regan had predict- 
ed that the administration’s new 
budget plan for fiscal 1983, due to 


be released early next year, would 
include a tax proposal contingent 
on further spending cuts by Con- 
gress. 

Bui on Tuesday. Larry Speak es. 
the White House spokesman, told 
reporters that “Regan is speaking 
foT Regan” and that the president 
has not decided on reviving the 
standby tax plan. Mr. Speaker con- 
ceded, "however, that the Treasury 

secretary, who is Mr. Reagan's 
chief public spokesman on eco- 
nomics. probably has “an educated 
guess” on what the proposed bud- 
get would contain. 

Mr. Regan, in an interview early 


Wednesday, changed his mind and 
said that Mr. Reagan “has made no 
derision on whether or not there 
will be a tax increase and. if so. of 
what nature. 

“We're not talking about a tax 
increase at all until we see some 
type of spending cuts ” Mr. Regan 
said in a telcvsion interview. 

The standby tax plan was sent by 
the administration early this year 
u>Conejress. where it was virtually 
ignored. The plan would have been 
in effect in fiscal years 1986-88 — 
but only if the federal deficits re- 
mained’high and certain spending 
cuts were achieved. 


Mr. Regan also said that the 
Reagan administration is con- 
cerned that the restrictive mone- 
tary policies of Paul A. Volcker, the 
Federal Reserve Board chairman, 
might stop the recovery. 

The two men met Wednesday. 

“The general nature of the con- 
versation,” Mr. Regan said before 
the meeting, "will be the concern 
that we have in the administration 
that if they clamp down too soon — 
as they have been over the past 
three or four months, they’ve been 
very tight — we might stop the 
recovery rather than just slow it 
down.” lAP.

$3 Billion lor Debt 
Repayments in ’83

BRASILIA — The Brazilian government 
said Wednesday it needed another S3 billion to 
pay its foreign bills this year despite recent 
billion-doliar bail oat loans. 

Joao Form, spokesman for the central bank, 
said the government may ask private UJS. and 
European banks for an emergency short-term 
loan, known as a “bridge loan.’' 

“We need $3 billion to close the year” in the 
black. Mr. Forai said. “We could have to ask for 
a bridge loan. The deadline is Den 20.”

The International Monetary Fund recently 
approved Brazil's anti-inflation and austerity 
plans and released portions of a $4.8-billion 
loan.

Some wonder if a lineman 
should have his bead examined. 
One of bjs technique is to bun 
beads with a defensive lineman, 
momentarily stunning him; and 
while the opponent clears his head, 
a path is being cleared for the run- 
ning back. 

The contents of Newman's head, 
however, are widely respected. He 
is a team leader, active m commu- 
nity affairs and has a bachelor’s 
degree in psychology from Duke 
University. But in his first mtras- 
quad game as a Dolphin rookie in 
1973, be wondered n he had out- 
smarted himself by taming pro. 

“The Dolphins had two particu- 
larly tough defensive linemen, 
Maulty Moore and Vera Den 
Herder," recalled Newman. 
“Maulty had biceps like tree

trunks. He would just pick me up 
and toss me aside, and rush in, 
Vera had the knack of turning 
spines into accordions. I thought,

“I realized that if I was going to 
• get anywhere. I'd have to get tough- 
er. So the next time Maulty cam? in 
and reached for me. 1 drove my fist 
right under his face guard Caught 
him perfect in the Adam's Apple. 
Deu Herder saw this, of course. 
And after that, they were both a 
little more cautious.'’ 

So much for practice. 

In one of his first league games, 
Newman hooked up with Joe 
Greene, the fanner Pittsburgh de- 
fensive tackle. “It was an educa- 
tion,'’ said Newman. 

“My assignment was to block 
him. The first play, he rushes at me 
and pun dies me in the stomach. 
Tbe next time he hits me even low- 
er. He was just being Mean Joe, 
and trying to make a lasting im- 
pression on a young player. At first, 
all 1 could say was, ‘UK uK‘ I was 
oying to catch my breath. When I 
did, 1 said, ‘OJC big boy. you got 
your licks in, but my man just ran 
for a first down.” 

Even on the occasions when a 
lineman clearly should get credit, 
he is typically ignored. “Offensive 
line is (he only position,'' said Kue- 
chenberg, “where no statistics are 
kepL Other positions, you've got 
•intercepted by” and ‘sacked by* 
and ‘touchdowns by’ and ‘yards 
gained by* and lacking han ' 
time by.’ Bin you’ve got no ‘j 
blocks by.’ 

“The only time in a game an 
offensive player’s number or name 
is mentioned by the public address 
announcer is when he's called for a 
penalty. It's one of the great inequi- 
ties in ihe game. 

“A few weeks ago we had a 60- 
yard touchdown run at home. It 
was the longest TD run of the sea- 
son for us. The stands are going 
crazy. But there's a yellow flag on 
the field. And you hear. Touch- 
down called hack. Holding on 
number 67, Kuechenberg.’ I’m

standing out there 20 yards down- 
field All alone. I felt uke crawling 
in a hole." 

What psychic appreciation line- 
backers get may come from coach- 
es, if they’re happy after grading 
the game films, or from members of 
the backfiefd. 

But some lines are given recogni- 
tion when they are tagged with a 
catchy nickname. Last year the 
Washington offensive line, credited 
with bang instrumental in leading 
the team to a Super Bowl victory, 
was tabbed “the Hogs" for the 
dirty work they do. Its members 
gratefully accepted the inelegant 
appellation. 

Despite the self-mockery, offen- 
sive linemen believe know there is 
an in collision. “The inning off the 
snap must be perfect," said New- 
man, “or you can blow tbe play. 
Your footwork has to be precise. It 
takes hours and hours of practice, 
and hours of watching films of your 
opponent, so that you see what his 
habits are even when you're falling 
off to sleep at night. 

“In tbe game, you want to ex- 
plode into a guy, but if you take 


one false step and gel to your man a 
half-second loo late ana don't hit 
him solid with the helmet in the 
numbers, be might push you aside. 
Or if you try to cut him at the 
ankles, he jumps over you and 
you're lying on the ground, looking 
like an idiot, while your running 
back or quarterback is being 
thrown for a loss. But if you can 
drive the guy off the ball even a few 
inches, in some cases, you’ve doue 
your job." 

Along with such occasional rou- 
tines as the punch in the he Intent 
(“not necessarily to intimidate but 
to throw a guy's conce (ration off," 
said Newman) or jersey-grabbing, 
there are also dean tricks. There 
are bead fakes, as in basketball, to 
throw a defender off. And among 
linemen there are signals — some 
of intended them to mislead the 
defense — even while tbe quarter- 
back is calling signals under the 
center. 

Offensive linemen take pride in 
their work, is protecting their quar- 
terback. in blocking for their ball- 
carriers. Sometimes, though, they 
get angry at backs. Recently, Tony 
Dorset!, the Dallas running back. 


complained about his offensive 
fine. “I said to Tony.” said his coa- 
ch, Tom Landry, “that he'd better 
be careful of the Bootsie play. 
That’s when the line opens tbe 
gates and blocks no one” Dorseu 
apologized to his line. 

The offensive lineman cannot be 
over-emotional as bis defensive 
counterpart may be. He is follow- 
ing a team pattern; the defender is 
trying to break it up. If the offen- 
sive lineman loses his bead, be may 
miss the block. Poise is essential 
and sufferance is his badge. 

But at game's end, when the 
mounds of tape from their hands 
and ankles are thrown into a grimy 
heap in the locker room, there can 
be satisfaction for the offensive 
line man. 

“The joy in the trenches," said 
Kuechenberg, “is in beating your 
man, in w innin g the individual bat- 
tle, and gaining the respect of your 
peers. You take pride in being the 
best you can be at your position.’' 

Well then, what would he advise 
a father whose boy plays football? 
“I’d tdl him," said Kuechenberg, 

' “Sir, raise your son to be a quar- 
terback.’”

A Hagler- Leonard showdown 
looms as boxing's biggest bout 
Leonard was the biggest attraction 
in boxing. Now thaTne's back, the 
drama of his return is increased by 
the danger of posable risk to the 
sight in his left eye. Every time 
Leonard is punched in that eye on- 
lookers wifi wonder if it did any 
damage. 

“According to what Dr. Michels 
has told us,” Trainer says, “the eye 
that was hurt is now no different 
uhan th&other eye.-There is as much - 
chance, or as little chance, of any- 
thing happening than there was be- 
fore. Ana thumbless gloves would 
decrease the chance even more.” 

Dr. Ron Michels, an associate at 
the Wilmer Eye Institute at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, 
performed the detached-retina sur- 
•gery on Leonard and gave him 
medical clearance to return to box- 
in&- 

“Oncc the retina had been re- 
paired and the tissue finally healed, 
the left eye was as strong as the 
right one,” Michaels said. “Any eye 
can be damaged by the right blow, 
but once surgery is successful the 
injured eye mil not necessarily be 
weaker." 

Leonard acknowledges that 
“some ophthalmologists say the 
eye is never the same,” so be knows 
there is divergence of medical opin- 
ion on tbe subject 

Tim Lowenberg, Seales’s new at- 
torney, said from Tacoma, Wash- 
ington, “Sugar Ray Seales had a 
detached retina in his right eye in 
1980 and had surgery that was to- 
tally successful. The surgeon. Dr. 
Hsushi Yeh, wrote a leak to tbe 
state boxing commission that he 
could resume his career. But early 
this year be needed surgery on both 
eyes and tbe surgeon. Dr. Richard 
Chenoweth, believed he had been 
going Wind for the better part of a 
year? 

In his return, maybe Leonard’s 
eyes will be stronger than Scales's 
were. But maybe not That's the 
risk Leonard is taking: 

“Very few people get a second 
chance,” Leonard said in Baltimore 
on Nov. 9, 1982, in announcing he 
would never box again- “Especially 
to visualize bow beautiful the world 
really is.” 

But for Leonard, as for so many 
other famous champions, the wold 
obviously was not so beautiful 
without boxing. He wanted lobe a 
gladiator again, not a former gladi- 
ator at ringside with a microphone. 
He wanted to be center-stage, not 


On the night when he announced 
he^ would never box again, iris even- 
tual return was predicted by Dave 
Jacobs, his original trainer who frad 
fallen out of favor and was no long- 
er a member of tbe entourage. 

“He’s a fighter? Jacobs said. “1 
drink I know him as weD as anyone. 
HeU be out a few months, then 
hen change his mind. It happens to 
fighters — not tbe mediocre ones, 
but the great ones." 

Almost aD the great ones except 
Rocky Marciano and GencTunney 
had changed their minds — Mu- 
hammad All and Joe Frazier, Joe 
Louis and Sugar Ray Robinson, 
Jack Dempsey and James J. Jef- 
fries. Most of the great odes re- 
turned for a big payday. But alto- 
having earned $37 million, Leon- 
ard appeared to be different. 

"I really wanted to be different," 
he says now. “I wanted to be an 
example.” 

Now that- he will be boxing 
again, Leonard can never again he 
drought of -as. different But with 
thumbless gloves, he can be an ex- 
ample.

Quario Takes Cup Race

SESTRJERE, Italy — Maria- 
Rosa Quario of Italy made good on 
a public promise to redeem herself 
after a bad start this season by 
winning a World Cup slalom race 
here Wednesday. 

Quario clocked an aggregate 
rime of 1 minute, 37.66 seconds' 
through the 58 gates on the Kanda- 
har course, which dropped 150 me- 
ters (490 feet) and was covered with 
an icy mix of artificial and natural 
snow. 

Eighth at tbe skiing world series 
in Bormio in late November, 
Quario failed to finish at the first 
cup slalom, in Kranjska Gora, Yu- 
goslavia, earier this month. 

But on Wednesday she put to- 
gether a pair of near-perfect rims to 
win the first women’s race of the 
season in Italy. “1 dedicate this 
victory to myself —and to ray self- 
control when I ski badly,” said the 
22-year-old Quario. 

Second was Austian Roswitha 
Steiner in 1:37.99, followed by 
Monika Hess of Switzerland 
(1:38.28). 

Triple world champion Erika 
Hess, Monika's cousin, was .47 sec- 
onds behind Quario and in second 
place after ihe first run, but failed 
to mount tbe expected challeng e 
and finished fifth in 1:38.61. 

“In tbe second run," Quario said, 
“I saw that Erika Hess was running 
slow, so 1 skied carefully because 
tbe gales were very angled.” 

Bui Erika Hess look the com- 
bined event, twinning Wednesday’s 
results with last week's downhill at 
Val D’lsre, France, to stretch her 
lead in the overall standings. The 
Swiss star had 1 11 points, wdl clear 
of West German Irene Epple (90), 
who placed 32d among Wednes- 
day's 40 finishers. 


Wednesday’s race was a minor 
triumph for the 20-year-old Polish 
twins Dorota and Malgorzata 
Tlalka. Dorota finished fourth in 
1:38.54, while her sister placed 
sixth in 1:39.42 

American Christin Cooper, find- 
ing the artificial snow rough, was 
seventh in 1:39.47. “The bottom 
half of the course was very 
straight," she said. “1 expected it to 
be a bit easier." 

Teammate Tamara McKinney, 
-the reigning overall cup champion, 
fell on the first run. “1 just caught 
my ski on an upper gate,” she said. 
“1 felt strong and my skis held, but 
1 still went down." 

Nusa Tome was eighth in 
1 :39.49, followed in 1 :39.84 by Yu- 
goslav compatriot Anja Zavadlav.
